SECRETARY’S REPORT FOR 1968 


The 81st Anniversary of the Women’s Mis- | 


sionary Society was observed this year. We 
are thankful for the Lord’s continued blessing, 


and, as in the past years, the purpose was to | 
support Home and Foreign Missions. Five | 
afternoon programs were given; two evening | 
meetings, one held jointly with the Women’s | 


Discussion and one with the Women’s Dis-

cussion and Intermediate Mission Band; and | 
eight all-day quiltings. In July we joined the | 


Men’s Fellowship for an all-church supper at. 


Fellowship Point. Two Sunday evening serv- 


ices were held by the WMS. The program | 


committee provided interesting and varied pro- 
grams with challenging messages. We are 
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thankful that the shut-in members could join 
us by listening to the services over the church 
loudspeaking system. For our anniversary 
program Rev. Howard Habegger, just returned 
from Colombia, South America, spoke and 
showed slides of the new Mennonite Church in 


Bogota. 


The average attendance for the afternoon 


meetings was 75 and of the Sunday evening 
meetings about 415. The all-day quiltings 
were well attended. 


We are thankful for the wonderful response 


_to the cookbook, “Our Swiss Pantry.” The first 


printing was sold in three weeks. The second 


printing was compiled in April and the third 
printing in October. Each printing was for 


2,000 copies. The profit has been used for 
various mission projects.

Missionary Home for the Vernon and Wilmer ©

Congo for furlough.

egger, Lyman Hofstetter, Vernon Sprunger,

Our society again joined other churches in 
sharing with the migrants in our community 
for the summer months. Clothing, bedding and 
kitchen items were donated, as well as working 
in the migrant center, which was open Satur- 
day afternoons. Articles were again sold for 
a nominal price. 

The 32nd annual Indiana Mennonite Wom- 
‘en’s Missionary Rally was held Thursday, 
October 10, at the Brookside Evangelical Men- 
nonite church in Fort Wayne. The theme was 
“Yet Have I Made Myself Servant Unto All,” 
and Mrs. Martel Fennig and Dr. Ernest Steury 


from the First Missionary church gave mes- — 
sages. The church bus and several cars were | 


used for transportation. 
In November, the Christian Workers’ Con- 
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ference was held at Bluffton, Ohio. This was 
made up of ministers’ and missionaries’ wives 
and tock the place of the regular Women’s 
Conference. It was voted upon at this meeting 
-to continue the same for the coming year. Sev- 
eral from our society attended. 

_ Mrs. Edna Byler of the MCC on October 1 
had on display items from many countries and 
falso from the United States. These items 
could be ordered and there was much interest 
shown. 

. The Visitation Committee visited forty per- 
sons during the year. Each person was visit- 
-ed each quarter, or sent a personal letter, if not 
‘visited. Scripture was read and prayer of- 
fered in each home visited. There were three 
deaths. 

The Corresponding Committee sent out a 
total of eighty-six cards to our missionaries and 
their children this year. 

The nursery was open for all the regular 
services and special meetings of the church, 
as well as for the WMS meetings and quiltings.

Our society participated in the MCC auction 
held at Goshen on September 21. The society 
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made twelve wool comforters and ten quilts. 
which were donated. Also donated were many 
items made by individual members. The 
church bus was used for transportation for | 
ladies attending the sale. | 

The Purchasing and Cutting Committee, with 
the help of all WMS members, was able to ac- 
complish much this year. There were eight. 
work meetings. In February, fifty-one comfor- | 
ters and three quilts were completed. In 
March, twenty-nine comforters and one quilt; 
in April, thirty-four comforters and three} 
quilts were finished. In June, twenty com-. 
forters and two quilts; August, twenty-five 
comforters and three quilts; in September, 
eleven comforters and six quilts: were complet-| 
ed. In October, forty comforters and eight 
quilts were completed. Twenty-four comforters | 
and one quilt were made in December. Three.
